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INFLUENCE OF INTERNATIONAL SANCTIONS ON ECONOMY 
OF THE RUSSIAN FEDERATION

This paper includes the analysis of influence and effects of international sanctions and partial boycott on the Russian economy. The focus is 
the energy trade between the EU and Russia. Energy security has always been one of the most important problems for the EU. Russia is the EU’s 
largest energy supplier. Taking into account the unstable political and economic situation in Eastern Europe and partial mutual economic blockade 
between the EU and Russia, the following issues became very topical: What is the situation in the energy sector in the European countries? What 
are the prospects for a partial boycott of resources? What can we expect from Russia? What is the situation with the Russian foreign trade and 
business? Has it has affected the sanctions or boycott? That’s what we are considering in September 2015. 

Keywords: European Union, Russia, sanctions, energy, foreign trade. 
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M ethodology, definitions and 

theoretical foundations are given 
in earlier publications of the author 
[1]. Next, let’s take a look at economic 
development of the EU and Russia, the 
growth by GDR 

When comparing countries, we 
see that Russia is the seventh world 
economy. It faced economic stagnation 
in 2000 and a great crisis in 2009 
(GDP =-7.8%). Russian economy (GDP) 
has almost stopped in 2014 (+0.6%) and 
has been decreasing strongly in 201 5, but 
economies of the EU and US continue to 
grow. [2, 3]

Next take a look at the foreign trade 
with an emphasis on energy resources. In 
2011 total EU import from Russia was 
201.3, in 2012 - 215.1 (record), in 2013 
- 207.0 and in 2014 - 1 8 1 .3 billion EUR. 

Since Russia imposed ban on EU 
exports of food products, its impact 
will become noticeable in nearest 
months. Total extra-EU28 export was 
1331.4 billion EUR in Jan-Sep 2015. 
It’s growth was 6%. Extra-EU28 export 
of food & drink goods was in Jan-Sep 
2015-83.2 billion EUR (+6%). [4] 

The biggest fall of EU-28 import 
of mineral fuels was in 2009 - 34.8%. 
But in 2013 the decline was 9.1% and

in 2014 - 11.0%. Extra-EU28 trade 
balance of mineral fuels shows, that 
the money outflow from the EU is 
high, particularly to Russia (in 2014 - 
135,394 million EUR) and Norway 
(in 2014 - 44,525 million EUR). In 
2002-2013 it has risen fourfold in Russia. [6] 
In 2014 the share of Russia in import 
of mineral fuels was 30.7% (2013 
- 32.2%), Norway - 10.6% (9.9%), 
Algeria - 6.4% (6.3%), Nigeria - 6.1% 
(5.5%), Saudi Arabia - 5.5% (5%) and 
Kazakhstan - 5.0% (4.4%). The share 
of CIS was 39.3%, OPEC - 29.0% and 
African countries - 20.6%. [7] 


As for the EU energy security, 
especially in times of crisis, it is 
important to import mineral fuels. The 
key player here is Russia, which is in 
partial blockade. Here is some important 
latest information. 

The trend lines shows, that the 
decline in the extra EU-28 import 
of mineral fuels and petroleum is 
legitimate. It also shows a simple 
rectilinear graph. Conclusion: since 
the spring of 2014, imports of mineral 
fuels have decreased substantially as 
compared to the same month of the last 
year.

[10] In August 2015 the 
Russian exports and imports were nearly 
two times less compared to the early 
2014. The trend of export continues to 
decline. 

The sharp decline in food imports is 
caused by Russian boycott of Western 
goods, which especially painfully 
affected the EU countries. So in Jan- 
Aug 2015 the share of Russian imports 
as compared to Jan- Aug 2014 is the 
following: fresh and frozen meat - 
69.9%; fresh and frozen poultry meat 

- 55.4%; frozen and fresh fish - 57.4%; 
cheese and curd - 52.3%; butter - 64.8% 
and so forth. [12] 

In Jan- Aug 2015 the major part 
of Russian exports were fuels and 
energy products (64.8%) and other 
raw materials. Share of machinery, 
equipment and transport means was very 
small (6.3%). Export of fuel and raw 
materials is vital for Russia. In Jan-Aug 
2015 the major import of Russia was 
machinery, equipment and transportation 
means (43.8%). It decreased by 56.1%. 
[12] 

In 2000 average export price of 
Russian crude oil was 175 USD per ton, 
in 2012 - 754 USD per ton and in 2014 - 
493 USD per ton. Average export price of 
Russian natural gas was in 2000 - 85.9, 
but in 2013 - 342 USD per 1000 m 3 . 
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Currency exchange rates EUR/ RUB 
were: on 01 Jan 2013 - 40.24, on 01 Sep 
2014 - 48.98, on 16 Dec 2014 (max) - 
91.52 and on 30 May 2015 - 66.00; on 
30 May 2015 - 52.97 USD / RUB. 

Exchange rate on 14 Nov 2015 was 
EUR/ RUB |71,8184 and USD / RUB 
f 66, 6343. [15] 

More than twofold decline in the 
exchange rate of the rouble against the 
euro and the USD severely weakened the 
Russian economy.

From 2000 to 2013 price of petroleum 
products has increased by 4.1 times. In 
August 2014 the average export price of 
Russian oil was 349.9 USD / ton. [13] 
Very high prices of raw materials, in 
particular crude oil price, have strongly 
affected the volumes of Russian export 
financing (they went up). Thus, there 
was the cash inflow to the country and its 
economic rise.

is fuels and other raw materials. Share of 
machinery, equipment and transportation 
means is very small. 

• In August 2015 the Russian 
exports and imports as compared to early 
2014 were nearly two times less. The 
export decline continues. 

• In Jan-Sep 2015 the EU28 
exports to Russia decreased by 30% and 
imports from Russia - by 27%; extra- 
EU28 import of energy - by 26%, and 
import of mineral fuels of EU-28 - by 
32.7%. 

• In Jan- Aug 2015 the total 
Russian export was 68.4% and export 
of fuel-energy goods - 62.1%, as 
compared to the same period of the 
previous year. 

• In 2014 Russian export to other 
countries was 87.2%, and only 12.8% - 
to CIS countries. 

• In Jan- Aug 2015 the external 
trade (turnover) of Russia with other 
(non-CIS) countries was only 65.9%, 
with EU - 61.1%, and with CIS 
countries - 64.4%, as compared to the 
corresponding period of the previous 
year. 


• More than twofold decline in 
the exchange rate of the rouble against 
the euro and the USD, together with the 
twofold drop of oil prices on the world 
market severely weakened the Russian 
economy. 

• Consequently, the European and 
Russian businesses need each other. 
Disturbances in commerce and boycotts 
badly affect both. 
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EXPLORING THE GEORGIAN SOCIAL CAPITAL IN FINANCIAL LITERACY

The authors show several aspects of the Georgian Social Capital formation. Orthodox charges and the Soviet time influence on the financial 
decision making process are considered. The work includes the comparative analysis of the financial literacy, Gross Demotic product and Human 
Development Index of the Caucasian countries: Azerbaijan, Armenia and Georgia (which have the same Soviet history but different religions). 

Authors have considered the Monophysitism attitude toward wealth, luxury and usury, which have been dominating in Georgia since the III 
century. 

In the work one can find the results of the empirical research covering the Georgian youth focus groups, which examined their attitude to the 
financial issues. 

The authors prove that social capital has memories, which are forming attitudes and then transform into habits. Authors note that we should 
create memories about money making business by spreading the financial literacy in order to form attitudes and transform them into habits.

S ocial Capital Behavior, attitudes 
and habits are one of the key in 
Sustainable development issues. Because 
each component of the Sustainable 
Development contains human factors, 
Economic Growth as a resource and 
productivity, life expectancy, education 
and care of environment, but to manage 
everything it is necessary manage money 
by finding ways earn, spend and save 
them. 

Fundamentals of the money 
management is financial literacy. 
However, how Georgians understanding 
money issue is Reflection of the Countries 
life. One Georgian proverb stats: “money 
hand of dirt” what it directs to the society, 
dirt should be washed, so money should 
be spend or given out. The other maxima 
is shown in the famous poem of the 
XII century by Shota Rustaveli: These 
are the pillars for the Georgians values, 
but what has been formatting those 
values? Main anthropology factors are 
Religion and the Soviet heritage, if we 


explore them, we shall find out roots 
of the problems financial literacy and 
irrationality of Georgian populations. 

Most of the Georgian population, 
84% (Tsiala Eliadze and others, Tbilisi) 
is Orthodox Christians. The Christianity 
had been spread in III century in Georgia, 
in IV century the religion was recognized 
as the state religion. There have been 
two directions In the Christianity, 
Monophysitism and dyophysitism. 
Monophysitism means “only, single” and 
refers that Jesus Christ has only divine 
single nature, dyophysitism is preserves 
that Christ maintained two natures, one 
divine and one human. Monophysitis 
Condemn wealth, luxury and satiety, 
demanding that true Christians should 
live as a Primeval. That became the 
basis for the doctrine of the Orthodox 
Church, and spread in Georgia from 608 
(Ashordia, 2011). 

Since 1408 it is known that the 
religion preservedthe identityof the 
Georgians. Identity of the Georgians. 


In 1860 the famous Georgian public 
figure and writer Ilia Chavchavadze, 
who was called the father of the nation, 
offered the doctrine: Georgians from 
ancestry have inherited the treasureof the 
three things: Homeland, Language and 
Religion (Kiknadze, 2006). 

According of the Orthodox 
Christianity Deadly Sins is usury. Today 
usury means immoral or unethical 
loans that enrich the lender. Originally, 
usury meant interest of any kind, so in 
Georgian Society making of the any 
interest from personal loans is sin. 

There are the following features of 
the values dominant in the society: man 
should not love wealth, luxury, satiety 
and should not do usury. From that three: 
wealth, luxury and usury directly linked 
to the financial decisions. 

The other aspect problems of Social 
capital in Georgia is coming from Soviet 
roots. Main idea of Soviet time was that 
all property must be owned by the state, 
and that private property is illegal.

Under centralized planning, citizens 
were allowed to work and study specific 
guidelines. For example, peasants were 
not allowed to possess more than 4 sheep, 
If they had more, then the surplus would 
be passed to the collective farms. Trade, 
entrepreneurship or business making 
were not allowed. There was a special 
article in the criminal law, assuming 
serious punishment for entrepreneurs or 
small business runners. Making money 
was unmorally, and was not customary 
by the public; especially the intelligent 
condemning of the money-making 
businesses. 

The Administrative imperious 
regime lasted for 70 years in Georgia. 
During this time, many generations have 
changed there. The nation's thinking, 
perception and attitudes were completely 
changed; market-oriented thinking 
and rational analysis have been lost 
completely, and at the same time the 
population became lazy, because you 
don’t have to work hard having only 
4 sheep. 

The other 25 year past, what we have 
now is the fact that Georgia is a low to 
middle income Country. According to the 
Standard & Poor’s ratings of the global 
financial literacy survey, the Georgians’ 
financial literacy rate is 30, which is 
natural for the developing countries. 

If we compare Financial literacy rate 
of the Caucasian countries, which have 
the same Soviet history, but different 
religious, Armenia has Armenian 
Orthodox Church or Gregorian Church, 
Azerbaijan is Muslim country, we will 
find out that Georgia and Azerbaijan 
show similar literacy rates: 36 and 30; 
but Armenia’s financial literacy is even 
lower - 18 (See table 1). 

In Georgia and Azerbaijan financial 
literacy better in youth then orders. 
If we compare the financial literacy 
index with Income per capita, Human 


development index and education 
index, we can assume that, In Caucasian 
countries highest financial Literacy 
index of Azerbaijan is caused by highest 
GDP per capita and religious factor (See 
table 2). 

Financial literacy of the Georgians 
is higher than that of Armenians because 
the education index is 10 points higher, 
than that of Armenians (and by 12 then 
the index of Azerbaijan). This really 
proves that countries’ financial literacy 
depends on many factors, and also on the 
diversity of social values. 

Proceeding from the results of the 
focused group research, which covered 
the Georgian youth(two groups of 10 
persons; held in Tbilisi and Kutaisi; age 
between 16 and 25), it was found out 
that the most problematic issue about 
money for youth is: “if they do not have 
money, they do not feel confident; but if 
they have money they still have the same 
feeling anyway” - because they feel 
that they are afraid to make decisions. 
Then they were asked to choose 3 
main core values from the list of their 
personal values, most of them choose: 
Independence, Spirituality and Safety. 
Their Explanations were following 
Spirituality from our Christianity, 
Independence from Our soviet Time, and 
Safety from war in 2008. 

It means that social capital has 
memories, which form attitudes with 
time transformed into habits. Therefore, 
we should create memories about money 
business by spreading financial literacy 
for formation attitudes and transforming 
in the habits.

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PRODUCT INNOVATION IN COSMETIC INDUSTRY - CASE STUDY OF MAJOR 

COSMETIC COMPANIES

The global cosmetic industry is constantly developing. It is characterised by regular growth and high competitiveness. At the same time for 
numerous companies innovation seems to be the vehicle of growth. The purpose of this paper is to analyse the product innovation of three major 
cosmetic companies: L’Oreal, Estee Lauder and Shiseido. 

The paper emphasizes product i nn ovation as a crucial factor, which affects the competitive advantages of each of the presented cosmetic firms. 
Data for all the companies was collected from their 2014 annual reports. The research is performed using the case study method. 

Firstly, the paper presents overall picture of the global cosmetic industry. Next part is focused on product innovation in the cosmetic industry. 
Afterwards, the article introduces the description of major cosmetic companies and their crucial product innovation, which are delivered in the 
table. Lastly, conclusions are presented.

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Introduction 

Global cosmetic industry has been 
showing 4.5% of average annual growth 
in the last twenty years [6]. “Beauty 
market continues to record solid growth, 
over 3%. It is a supply-driven market 
underpinned by innovation, as well as 
efficacy and quality” [5, p. 1]. 

The beauty market is generally 
categorized into five segments as 
follows: (1) skincare (2) hair care (3) 
colour cosmetics (4) fragrances and (5) 
toiletries. Also cosmetic products can 
be divided into premium segment and 
the mass market. The premium segment 
represents 28% of total sales worldwide 
and the second one accounts for 72% [6]. 

The cosmetic industry is dominated 
by multinational companies. Five main 
cosmetic companies worldwide are 
presented below [5]: 

1. L’Oreal with sales of 
30.52 billion dollars. 

2. Unilever with sales of 
21.33 billion dollars. 

3. Procter&Gamble with sales of 
20.5 billion dollars. 

4. Estee Lauder with sales of 
10.39 billion dollars. 

5. Shiseido with sales of 
7.77 billion dollars. 

Product innovation 
in cosmetic industry 

As stated by Kumar, Massie and 
Dumonceaux [7] product innovation is 
essential in gaining competitive advantage 
in the cosmetic industry. Because of 
the short life cycle of beauty products 


cosmetic companies are constantly 
introducing new product innovations or 
improving current products. According 
to Griffin [1], product innovation is 
diversified depending on the level of 
novelty: world novelty, incremental 
product improvement, new line of 
products, product repositioning, product 
line expansion and cost reduction. 

Moreover, the beauty industry is 
“characterized by the constant necessity to 
release new products and high dependence 
on new ingredients, especially essences 
and functional actives” [4, p. 8]. Also, 
brands are crucial in building competitive 
advantage among competitors. Cosmetic 
firms increase potential of existing brands 
and offer new ones [9]. 

This article is related top roduct 
innovations of three leading cosmetic 
companies: L’Oreal, Estee Lauder and 
Shiseido. Every presented company 
differs from others and introduces 
distinctive product innovations. 
Present research omits Unilever and 
Procter&Gamblebecause of the fact 
that these firms specialize not only in 
cosmetic products but also in other fields 
like: supplements, cleaning products or 
food. 

L’Oreal 

L’Oreal is the leading cosmetic 
company in the world in terms of 
sales. The company has implemented 
many new products in the skin care 
segment which are based on cutting 
edge technology [3]. L’Oreal’s portfolio 
of brands includes 32 brands located in 
different segments (from mass market to 
selective beauty market) [3]. 


Estee Lauder 

Estee Lauder is placed on the fourth 
position worldwide in terms of sales. 
The company’s brands are sold in over 
150 countries. Estee Lauder’s portfolio 
includes 29 brands, 25 of which are 
defined as prestigious [2]. 

Shiseido 

Shiseido ’s sales are on the fifth 
position in global beauty industry. 
Shiseido possesses big portfolio of 
brands, which includes 44 brands. 
Shiseido ’s products are sold in 
89 countries. Also, the company has 
received 22 awards from the International 
Federation of Societies of Cosmetic 
Chemists (IFSCC). This organization 
identified Shiseido as the leader among 
cosmetics researchers in the world [8]. 

Product Innovation 

Each of the cosmetic companies 
introduces new products every season 
(spring, summer, winter and autumn). 
This article presents crucial product 
innovations, which have been placed in 
2014 annual reports. 

According to the annual report 
L’Oreal developed the most products fore 
ach segment in which it operates (mass 
market, selective market, professional 
products and dermocosmetic market). 
However, the most significant are three 
new fragrances: “La Vie Est Belle” by 
Lancome, “Si” by Giorgio Armani and 
“Black Opium” by Yves Saint Laurent. 

Estee Lauder introduced skincare 
cosmetics such as: Advanced Night 
Repair Synchronized Complex II

L’Oreal company is the leader 
in product innovation, because 
itintroducedthe greatest number of 
product innovations, which in turn 
lead to creating competitive edge by 
differentiation. 

Conclusions 

The purpose of this research was to 
analyze the product innovation of the 
world’s leading cosmetic companies 
of 2014. This determinant is important 
in gaining competitive advantage. The 
paper delivered main product innovations 
of each company. 

According to the collected data 
L’Oreal is the leader in terms of product 
innovation. The company introduces the 
largest number of product innovations. 
Also, many of L’Oreal products had 
been really successful on the market. 
The examples are: “La Vie Est Belle” 
by Lancome or Revitalift V- Shaper 
by L’Oreal Paris. Also Estee Lauder 
and Shiseido introduced product 
innovations, but less than L’Oreal. Estee 
Lauder identified six crucial product 
innovations, but one of them was an 
improvement of the existing product. 
Shiseido introduced only two products, 
which were characterized by really 
innovative technology. 

There is a need to analyze other 
factors, which can influence the 
competitive advantage. Also, further 


research should include study of Unilever 
and Procter&Gamblein order to assess 
the overall picture of five major cosmetic 
companies.

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SOME PECULIARITIES OF 
EFFECTIVE STATE MANAGEMENT 
OF INTELLECTUAL PROPERTY AND 
INNOVATION IN GEORGIA. PART 1

The aspiration for a knowledge-based society, where intellectual 
property is protected, forces the government to seek more effective 
methods of governance; it becomes increasingly dependent on the 
knowledge and experience that are “located” outside this specific state. 

The number of domestic developments and patents received 
is relatively small, as well as the number of research innovations. 
Diffusion of knowledge and technology is taking place in the country. 
It would be desirable to increase the rate of organizational innovation. 

It is reasonable to provide members of the parliament and the 
government, as well as politicians with the relevant information about 
the multifunctional nature of intellectual creativity in a more accessible 
way. This information should be reliable and convincing, transparent, 
accessible, compressed and as simple as possible for perception. 

It is necessary to create special services and modernize the existing 
ones, organize the possibility of retraining of civil servants in specific 
areas and spheres of IP. 

For Georgia, the process of integration into international structures 
will be greatly simplified if the intellectual property management 
process is put on a qualitatively new level, and economic development 
is based on the active use of intellectual property and innovations. 

The Georgian National Intellectual Property Center and the 
Agency for Innovation and Technology of Georgia, whose functions 
and powers overlap directly or indirectly, deal with issues of intellectual 
property and innovation on the level of the Georgian government. 
However, there is no clear coordination between them, which affects 
the effectiveness of management. 

It is necessary to create a relatively stable, conservative and at the 
same time flexible system of laws in the field of intellectual property 
and innovation. Changes and amendments in the law should not 
occur spontaneously depending on the political situation. They must 
be purposeful, thought-out and comprehensive - without any special 
drastic changes in legislation.

money by finding ways to earn, spend 
and save them. 

The basis of the money management 
is financial literacy. However, 
understanding of the money issue by 
Georgians is a reflection of the country’s 
life. One Georgian proverb says: “money 
make hands dirty”. It says to the society, 
that dirt should be washed off, so money 
should be spend or given out. The other 
maxima is shown in the famous poem 
of the XII century by Shota Rustaveli: 
“What you gave away is yours; what 
you did not give was lost”. These are the 
pillars for the Georgians values, but what 
has been formatting those values? Main 
anthropological factors are the religion 
and the soviet heritage. If we explore 
them, we shall find out the roots of the 
problems related to financial literacy and 
irrationality of the Georgian population. 

The majority of Georgians 
(Tsiala Eliadze and others, Tbilisi) 
are Orthodox Christians - 84%. The 
Christianity had been spread in the III 
century in Georgia; in IV century the 
religion was approved as the official state 
religion. There have been two directions 
in the Christianity: Monophysitism and 
Dyophysitism. Monophysitism means 
“only, single” and says that Jesus 
Christ has only divine single nature, 
while Dyophysitism states that Christ 
maintained two natures: one divine and 
one human. Monophysites condemn 
wealth, luxury and satiety, demanding 
that true Christians should live as the 
Primevals. This became the basis for 
the doctrine of the Orthodox Church, 
and has been spreading in Georgia since 
608 (Ashordia, 2011). 

Since 1 408 it is known that the religion 
preserved the identity of the Georgians. 
In 1860 the famous Georgian public 
figure and writer Ilia Chavchavadze, 
who was called the father of the nation, 
offered the doctrine: Georgians from 


ancestry have inherited the treasure of 
the three things: Homeland, Language 
and Religion (Kiknadze, 2006). 

According of the Orthodox 
Christianity usury is a deadly sin. Today 
usury means immoral or unethical 
loans that enrich the lender. Originally, 
usury meant an interest of any kind, so in 
the Georgian society making any interest 
from personal loans is a sin. 

There are the following features 
of the values dominant in the society: 
man should not love wealth, luxury, 
satiety, and should not be a usurer. From 
that three: wealth, luxury and usury are 
directly linked to the financial decisions. 

The other aspect of problems of the 
Social capital in Georgia comes from the 
Soviet roots. Main idea of the Soviet time 
was that all property must be owned by the 
state, and that private property is illegal. 

Under the centralized planning, 
citizens were allowed to work and 
study specific guidelines. For example, 
peasants were not allowed to possess 
more than 4 sheep. If they had more, 
then the surplus would be passed to the 
collective farms. Trade, entrepreneurship 
or business making were not allowed. 
There was a special article in the criminal 
law, assuming serious punishment for 
entrepreneurs or small business runners. 
Making money was immoral, and was 
not normal for the public; especially the 
intelligence was condemning the money- 
making businesses. 

The Administrative imperious regime 
lasted for 70 years in Georgia. During 
this time, many generations have changed 
there. The nation) s thinking, perception 
and attitudes were completely changed; 
market-oriented thinking and rational 
analysis have been lost completely, and 
at the same time the population became 
lazy, because you don’t have to work hard 
having only 4 sheep. 

The other 25 years have passed, 


and what we have now is the fact that 
Georgia is a low to middle income 
Country. According to the Standard & 
Poor’s ratings of the global financial 
literacy survey, the Georgians’ financial 
literacy rate is 30, which is natural for the 
developing countries. 

If we compare Financial literacy rate 
of the Caucasian countries, which have 
the same Soviet history, but different 
religions (Armenia has Armenian 
Orthodox Church or Gregorian Church, 
Azerbaijan is a Muslim country), we 
will find out that Georgia and Azerbaijan 
show similar literacy rates: 36 and 30; 
but Armenia’s financial literacy is even 
lower - 18 (See table 1). 

In Georgia and Azerbaijan financial 
literacy is better developed in youth. 
If we compare the financial literacy 
index with income per capita, human 
development index and education 
index, we can assume that, in Caucasian 
countries the highest financial literacy 
index of Azerbaijan is caused by the 
highest GDP per capita and the religious 
factor (See table 2). 

Financial literacy of the Georgians 
is higher than that of Armenians because 
the education index is 10 points higher, 
than that of Armenians (and by 12 then 
the index of Azerbaijan). This really 
proves that countries’ financial literacy 
depends on many factors, and also on the 
diversity of social values. 

Proceeding from the results of the 
focused group research, which covered 
the Georgian youth (two groups of 
10 persons; held in Tbilisi and Kutaisi; 
age between 16 and 25), it was found 
out that the most problematic issue about 
money for youth is: “if they do not have 
money, they do not feel confident; but if 
they have money they still have the same 
feeling anyway” - because they feel 
that they are afraid to make decisions. 
Then they were asked to choose 
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3 main core values from the list of their 
personal values. Most of them chose 
independence, spirituality and safety. 
Their explanations were the following: 
spirituality - from our Christianity, 
independence - from our Soviet times, 
and Safety - from the war of 2008. 

It means that social capital has 
memories, which form attitudes with 
time transformed into habits. Therefore, 
we should create memories about money 
and business by spreading the financial 
literacy. This will build the attitudes and 
transform them into habits.

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The paper is focused on the research of the legal regulation of healthcare by the corresponding legislation of the Republic of Kazakhstan, 
including the description given in the Code on public health and the healthcare system. The author has also made the analysis of legislation related 
to the health protection of citizens. The author gives a proposal concerning the improvement of legislation related to the healthcare system. 
Keywords: health protection, healthcare system, legislation of the Republic of Kazakhstan. 
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T he provision of the legal framework 
for the healthcare system is one 
of the main goals of the state policy in 
preserving and enhancing the health of 
the population. Therefore, the national 
healthcare system should adopt best 
practices and researches in the field of 
health protection and healthcare from the 
world’s leading progressive legislation. 

Human life and health are one of 
the most important parts of essential 
rights. They are referred to in the 
paragraph 1 of Article 15 of the Constitution 
of the Republic of Kazakhstan: “Everyone 
has the right to live”, and in paragraph 2 
of this article: “No one has the right 
to arbitrarily deprive someone’s life”. 
Together with the rights, which have 
been mentioned before, the Constitution 
of the Republic of Kazakhstan includes 
a wide range of human rights, which 
comply with global standards of human 
rights and international covenants on 
human rights. It includes: the right to 
personal freedom (Article 16), the right 
to the inviolability of the human dignity 
(Article 17), the right to the inviolability 
of private life, personal or family 
secrets, the right to protection of honor 
and dignity (18 Article), the right to 
religious freedom, the right to choose the 
nationality and the language, the right to 
disclosure of personal information, the 
right to freely choose the native language 
and culture, communication, education, 
the language of learning and creativity 
(Article 19), the right of ownership, 
including the right to the inheritance 
(Article 26), the right to the adequate 
health, and also the rights of the citizens 
of the Republic of Kazakhstan to get the 
free health care (Article 29), and etc. 

According to the Constitution of the 
Republic of Kazakhstan: “International 
treaties ratified by the Republic have 
priority over laws and the application 


of an international treaty requires the 
enactment of a law, except in the case 
of direct action”. This means that our 
health care system must comply with 
the provisions of the international 
treaties ratified by the state. Fixed in 
the Constitution and other regulations, 
natural (bom and inalienable) rights and 
freedoms are the top sources of positive 
law and have legal force. They are the 
source of all legal sources. In case of 
conflicts of law they will prevail; they 
are, in turn, officially recognized and 
approved; they need to be consistent 
with the standards of human rights and 
freedoms. You can see that the concept 
of “natural rights” does not occur in 
the Constitution of the Republic of 
Kazakhstan, however, there is the value 
of the fundamental human rights and 
freedoms as natural rights. They are legal 
and constitutional, thus we have the legal 
understanding of their natural character, 
I think. Our ideas of human rights 
and freedoms as “the most precious 
treasures” and that “the right of freedom 
of the person belongs to everyone from 
the birth” are to strengthen the statement 
of the Constitution “for human life and 
human rights and freedom is the most 
precious treasure”, as the mles of our 
country show the priority of general 
human values. And now we will dwell 
upon the norms close to our research 
(regulating the social state), which are 
related to health issues. According to 
words of an official of the Constitutional 
Council of the Republic of Kazakhstan: 
“The provisions of Part I of the 
Constitution state that ensuring the good 
life of citizens of the country, creating 
conditions for free development of the 
individual, and mitigating the social 
inequality are a state obligation in order 
to develop the country” [2]. Meanwhile, 
the country “proclaims itself’ as the 


social state with the social orientation 
of the future development and advanced 
features of the socialization process. 

Strengthening of Kazakhstan as 
a social state leads to the following 
issues: unemployment, social protection 
of citizens, the law on the working and 
leisure time, rest days and Merck, the 
right to paid annual leave (Article 24); 
in old age: sickness, disability, loss of 
a breadwinner, size of the minimum 
wage and pension, guaranteed social 
insurance and voluntary social security, 
encouragement of charity, additional 
forms of social security (Article 28); 
in order to preserve the health of the 
citizens the right to free medical care 
prescribed by the law must be guaranteed 
(Article 29); free secondary education 
on a competitive basis to guarantee free 
higher education (Article 30); protection 
of the environment for the sake of human 
life and health (Article 31); mother and 
father of the child and family protection 
(Article 27). 

Social and health care must be 
regulated by the legal framework 
including all laws and legal acts of the 
provisions of this Constitution consistent 
with the principles dictated. This includes 
the value of the legal standards set forth 
in the Constitution State. Because of the 
country’s legal system, the Constitution 
of the Republic of Kazakhstan has the 
highest legal force. Fixing the rule of law 
is a legal act defining the legal system of 
the country. 

Therefore, based on the same 
principles established by the law, in 
order to preserve the health of the 
citizens guaranteed by Article 29 of the 
Constitution, there is right to free medical 
care. Now we have ways of further 
implementation of these regulations. We 
can make the analysis of the laws of the 
state in the field of health care. 
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The human right to health is 
complex; human health and the rights and 
freedoms are in many aspects related to 
public relations. Today, the entire health 
care law is aimed at regulating the legal 
institutions. The right to information 
about the factors influencing the health 
of the citizens, and the citizens’ right to 
social and medical assistance, and the 
rights of certain groups of the population 
to healthcare, etc. As mentioned above, 
the right of the citizens to healthcare is 
guaranteed by the Constitution of the 
Republic of Kazakhstan. At the same 
time a number of human rights in the field 
of healthcare are relatively independent, 
and play an important role in the system 
of the human and civil rights. In 1992 
the Republic of Kazakhstan as the 
independent state being the full member 
of the World Health Organization 
accepted obligations under the “World 
declaration on health care”, which 
included a statement “for health of all in 
the 21st century”. 

Fundamental social and economic 
reforms in the country began after it 
gained independence. This covers a wide 
range of health conditions. Previously, 
only the principle of planned and 
financed by the state health care system 
was used. Now the private ownership 
of institutions and medical insurance 
were introduced. In such circumstances, 
the former health legislation related 
to the healthcare of people unable to 
work full time is becoming an issue and 
requires attention - it must be improved. 
In the early stages formation of a new 
legislative framework in all fields (as well 
as its scientific basis) were not related to 
implementation of new concepts. 

Before adoption of the current Code 
of Health and healthcare the following 
laws were used: the law of October 5, 
1994 “about prevention measures in 
relation to AIDS and HIV infection”, the 
law of April 16, 1997 “about guaranteed 
rights of citizens to assistance and 
services related to mental health”, the 
law of December 10, 1999 “about the 
forced medical treatment of patients 
with infectious tuberculosis”, the law 
of May 27, 2002 “on the medical and 
social rehabilitation of people suffering 
from drug abuse”, the law of July 10, 
2002 “on prevention of tobacco smoking 
and its limitation”, the law of December 
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4, 2002 “on restrictions related to 
prevention of tobacco smoking”, the law 
of June 4, 2003 “about the healthcare 
system”, the law of January 13, 2004 
“about medicines”, the law of June 
28, 2005 “on donation of blood and its 
components”, the law of June 16, 2004 
“on the citizens’ reproductive rights and 
guarantees of their realization”, the law 
of July 7, 2006 “on health care”. The 
existing code of September 18, 2009 
on people’s health and the healthcare 
system is the first comprehensive legal 
act, in which the attempt was made to 
cover all sides of the issues in the field of 
public health. All of the laws referred to 
above were cancelled, and the new Code 
was adopted [3]. At the same time things 
improving the basic statements of the 
Code have been saved. 

The adoption of the Code on 
the health of the population and the 
healthcare system, as well as the 
legislation in the field of legal protection 
and improvement of the healthcare 
and the health sector was a big step in 
the state regulation. The Code is not 
only related to the healthcare system; it 
covered a wide range of public relations. 
It approved the health of the population 
as a problem of national importance. 
Article 2 of the Code of the health of the 
population and the healthcare system for 
the first time has stated that, this code 
was “to preserve the health of the citizens 
in order to implement the constitutional 
right to healthcare in the field of public 
relations”. The Code consists of two 
parts: the general section and the special 
section. In the general section: the State 
Department of Health now has the legal 
basis for the regulation and management 
of health care in the field of licensing; 
accreditation and certification standards 
in the field of health care goods (works, 
services); assessment of compliance 
with the Code of control and supervision 
of the public health issues; issues of 
safety of storage of information in the 
field of financing the healthcare system; 
issues of international cooperation in 
the field of healthcare and the related 
organizational and legal issues. Special 
section: the structure of the country’s 
healthcare system and health care issues; 
the content and types of medical care; 
medical services and expertise in the 
field of health care; pharmaceutical 


services and medicines; medical devices 
and medical equipment; circulation 
problems in the field of health care; 
issues related to guaranteeing the human 
and reproductive rights; provision of 
medical and social care for patients with 
tuberculosis; providing HIV positive and 
AIDS patients with medical and social 
assistance; medical and social assistance 
to people suffering from mental 
disorders (diseases), alcoholism, drug 
addiction and substance abuse; medical 
and social assistance to certain categories 
of citizens; the sanitary-epidemiological 
service in the field of public health 
issues; donor and transplantation issues; 
healthcare and education in the field of 
science; rights and obligations of medical 
and pharmaceutical workers; labour 
relations (defined and regulated by the 
medical and pharmaceutical code of 
honour). An essential part of the analysis 
of the Code is related to the mechanisms 
for ensuring the citizens’ rights to health 
(determined by the fifth section). In this 
section we have the following: the rights 
and responsibilities of people in the field 
of healthcare; provision of guarantees to 
protect the rights of people; reproductive 
healthcare and social support for patients 
suffering from tuberculosis, human 
immunodeficiency virus and acquired 
immunodeficiency syndrome; social 
support and medical care for people who 
suffer from mental illnesses, alcoholism, 
drug addiction, and the substance abuse; 
social support and medical assistance 
(medical care) for certain categories of 
citizens exposed to the ionizing radiation; 
medical assistance to the citizens, 
who have suffered as a result of an 
ecological disaster; provision of medical 
care to citizens with disabilities. At the 
same time, there were also identified 
the following definitions: death, life, 
artificial measures to stop breathing, 
surgery, blood and its components, use of 
invasive diagnostic methods, euthanasia, 
anatomical gift (and some other issues of 
legal regulation of relations in the field 
of healthcare). It is worth noting that, for 
the first time in our history they are given 
explanations in a separate legislation act. 

You can see that a unified law 
to regulate the people’s health, the 
healthcare system, and the legal standards 
of healthcare is created - the Code. 
That is why we call it the mass Code 
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law. In addition, there are some laws to 
regulate the standards of the industry. 
They are: the Budget Code, the Labour 
Code of the Republic of Kazakhstan, 
the Environmental Code, the minimum 
social standards and guarantees of their 
implementation, the Law on social 
protection of disabled persons, the Law 
on social services in the Republic of 
Kazakhstan, the Food Safety Act, the 
Law of the Republic of Kazakhstan on 
pension provision, the Law on the safety 
of toys. 

Now we will dwell upon the norms 
directed to observance of the law on 
healthcare. The concept of the Budget 
Code and budget programs - this budget 
consists of funds to the healthcare 
sector of the country, being one of the 
main programs [4]. And the adoption 
of the Law on the national budget for 
the financial year approved a specific 
allocation of funds to the healthcare. 
The Code contains many provisions 
relating to the health of the citizens 
of the Republic of Kazakhstan. There 
are many concepts defined in the Code 
with respect to human health: “heavy”, 
“hygiene” and “working conditions”, 
“safety” and “safety conditions”, “in 
the field of occupational safety and 
health standards”, “health”, “harmful 
(particularly harmful) working 
conditions” and “harmful factors”, 
“occupational disease”, “safety” and 
“unsafe working conditions”, “dangerous 
factor of production”, “industrial 
accident” and “occupational injury”, 
“industrial hygiene”, “compensation 
payments” [5]. At the same time, the 
public relations arising in connection 
with these concepts are managed. 

In the Paragraph 1 of the Article 3 1 
of the Constitution of the country it is 
confirmed that “for the sake of life and 
health of people the state shall set an 
objective to protect the environment”. 
Understanding of human life and 
health-friendly environment is defined 
in the Environmental Code of the 
Republic of Kazakhstan. According to 
it, “the state must ensure environmental 
safety and public health, biodiversity 
conservation, pollution prevention, 
sustainable functioning of ecological 
systems, reproduction and ensuring of 
the efficient use of natural resources and 
the environment” [6]. The following 


concepts and managed public relations 
arising in connection with them are also 
defined: “life and health of a person with 
respect to the classification of waste”, 
“hazardous waste”, “environmental 
damage”, “environmental quality 
standards”, “accidental pollution of 
the environment”, “pollution” and 
“the quality of the environment”, 
“environmental security”, 

“environmental expert”. 

The law of the Republic of 
Kazakhstan “about the lowest social 
standards and their guarantees” takes a 
special place in health sector and social 
standards. This is a system of minimum 
social standards. In accordance with the 
law... “there is a set of minimum social 
standards in the area of labour, social 
security, education, family and children, 
health care, culture, physical culture and 
sports, free legal aid” [7]. In accordance 
with Article 29 of the law, the minimum 
social standards in the field of health care 
guarantee the volume of free medical 
care and health services to be made 
available to the public. 

Law on social protection of disabled 
people in our country. The social welfare 
state is one of the most obvious evidence 
of the reign of exaggeration. On April 
13, 2005 there was adopted the law on 
social protection of disabled people in 
the Republic of Kazakhstan: “public 
relations in the sphere of social protection 
of disabled people in the Republic of 
Kazakhstan and the social protection of 
disabled people, their everyday activities 
and integration into society of equal 
opportunities for legal, economic and 
organizational conditions.” [8]. 

The country has become involved 
in a huge natural disaster in the Aral 
Sea, and required the legal regulation 
of social relations in this area. One of 
the outcomes for that was the special 
law “On social protection of citizens 
affected by the Aral Sea ecological 
disaster”, the Law of the Republic 
of Kazakhstan of June 30, 1992. The 
purpose of this Act was “to ensure the 
protection of citizens who suffered as a 
result of the Aral Sea ecological disaster. 
Their status should be determined 
by the aggregation of territories, 
and measures must be established to 
compensate and provide support for 
those in need of social rehabilitation. 


The life and health of people living 
in areas with adverse environmental 
conditions must be kept on the decent 
level. Sustainable livelihoods must be 
ensured; population must be provided 
with ecologically clean food products, 
medical equipment, and drinking water. 
Sanitary and epidemiological approaches 
to strengthen the system and improve the 
situation must be made.” [9]. 

At the same time, we believe that 
special laws related to health, like 
“patients’ rights” and “professional 
liability insurance for medical workers” 
must be adopted next. Currently, the 
citizens of this country do not know 
their rights in the area of healthcare. 
In the general rules of the Code only 
the main issues and rights of citizens 
are considered, while for receiving 
proper medical treatment there should 
be a specific law regulating in detail 
the issues related to the consequences 
of such legislative activity - a special 
patients’ “note book” should be created. 
And, as for the medical professional 
liability insurance there needs to be 
adopted a law on how much is covered 
by the insurance, and regulating the 
corresponding relations. Summarizing 
the analysis of legislation on the legal 
regulation of relations in the healthcare 
system, we can say that our healthcare 
is formed on the definite level, and the 
provision of human rights, development 
of state administration, and social 
functions of state are improving. This is 
because the legislation in the sphere of 
healthcare is a legal basis for the state 
healthcare system. It also contributes 
to legal regulation of the society. 
The improvements in this sphere will 
definitely bring the end of crisis in the 
system.
